Ill the Colonies and India it is stated 
that the construction of a railway in 
Asiatic Turkey is seriously contemplat- 
ed between Alexandretta or Scanderoon 
on the Mediterranean, and Busreh, or 
Bassora, on the Persian Gulf. Alex- 
andretta, the seaport of Aleppo, is on 
the best harbor in Northern Syria. 
The line projected is to pass through 
the cities of Aleppo and Mosul to Bag- 
dad, down the right bank of the Tigris 
and on to Busreh. The country to bo 
traversed is thought susceptible of great 
development. From tho head of the 
Persian Gulf powerful steamers will 
connect with Kurrachee at the mouth 
of the Indus, soon to bo linked with 
the railway system of older British 
India. Communication can bo opened 
between Alexandretta and Kurrachee 
in. 11; h days, which time can probably 
be shortened. With such a railway, 
of British ownership and control, Eng- 
land's power for good and for tho re- 
pression of evil, would be greatly in- 
creased. It must be truly gratifying 
to British Columbians, dwellings* they 
are on an exposed frontier of the Em- 
pire, to see awakened the ancient 
spirit of the British islanders, as, early 
in the century, it was roused, not for 
defiance, but for defence; not for con- 
<]iiost now, but for the peaceful and 
blessed triumphs of commerce, tho fore- 
runner of civilization. These triumphs, 
however, are not to be achieved with- 
out due provision at all principal points 
of the Empire for repelling aggression. 
In India, England feels that she has 
great duties to fultil and great respon- 
sibilities to sustain. But has not Eng- 
land duties, responsibilities and inter- 
ests of the nearest and most enduring 
kind in British North America, already 
occupied by four millions of intelligent 
people warmly attached to British in- 
stitutions and excellent customers for 
British manufactures. Britons are 
now fully aroused from the apathy and 
lethargy engendered of too great pros- 
perity, which some eight years ago had 
nearly brought about incipient disinte- 
gration of the Empire. Let them now 
aim at acquiring greater information as 
to the value of their western posses- 
sions — -of tho great importance to tho 
Empire of a railway from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and of having their 
arsenal on the North Pacific at Esqui- 
nialt, by completion of the drydock and 
otherwise- preparing for defence in view 
of tho great advance made by Russia 
on tho Amoor and at Saghalien on the 
opposite shores of the great ocean. 
Already on the Amoor, Russia has 
docks, ship-building yards and full 
twenty thousand men trained to arms. 
Our coast could sustain a large popula- 
tion of lumbermen, fishermen and mi- 
ners, but it needs public works on a 
large scale to attract people to so re- 
mote a country and one yet so isolated 
from other British communities. 

LOOK TO YOUR DRA INS. 

If citizens would preserve the health 
of their families it is of the utmost im- 
portance that, at this season of the 
year particularly, they should look to 
the condition of their drains. Unless 
thesystem of drainageabout a dwelling be 
well nigh perfect, it is absolutely im- 
possible to escape from the manifold 
forms of disease engendered by sewer 
gas. At this time of the year heavy 
downfall may be anticipated with a 
degree of certainty, and unless citizens 
cut drains about their houses to afford 
outlets for the surface water, stagnant 
pools will be formed and death-dealing 
malaria will be produced. Nor must 
those persons whoso residences are 
built on rock foundations imagine they 
arc free from tho evils arising from an 
accumulation of surface water. Such 
is not the case, for it has in several in- 
stances been discovered that, although 
no stagnation was apparent, tho in- 
mates of the houses experienced the 
same miasmatic iniluences as those who 
were residing in veritable quagmires. 
On thorough search being made 
it was ascertained that the 
rock foundations, although shelving 
in character, assumed the shape of 
basins immediately under the house. 
In these basins the surface water had 
accumulated, and notwithstanding the 
fact that tho residents of the dwellings 
thought they were entitled to enjoy per- 
fect immunity from malaria, tho latent 
poison was infecting every apartment 
it could reach. In this city where clay 
will not allow of seepage, it necessarily 
follows that the surface water must 
either evaporate or bo drained off. If the 
latter alternative bo not resorted to, 
sickness must inevitably ensue. But 
there is another point to which it is 
proper to allude and that is tho im- 
portance of householders securing 
' j dwellings which stand at least several 
feet from the ground. There are many 
residences in this city which actually 
rest on the soil and under such a con- 
dition it is simply wonderful we do not 
hear of more deaths from malarious 

Hflftre - 

TREATY BETWEEN SPAIN AND 
CHINA. 

Spain has just ratified a treaty with 
• China which gives the Chinese all the 
rights, privileges and immunities in 
Cuba that others foreigners enjoy. We 
„ are a little surprised that some of our 
Eastern Exchanges accept this action 
of Spain as a rebuke to the Pacific 
' Coast hostility to Chinese immigration. 
- I Tho industrial systems of the Pacific 
Coast and of Cuba are so dissimilar 
that no comparison can be made be- 
tween the two in reference to foreign 
immigration. Cuba is a slave State, 
and itn object cheap labor. If Chinese 
can work cheaper than Cuban slaves, 
■'the temptation to hunt tho latter on 



the coast of Africa will be greatly de- 
minished. Cuba has no free labor 
system which Chinese immigration 
would undermine and. destroy. The 
bulk of its labors are chattels, and it 
makes little difference whether they 
are Chineso coolies or African slaves, 
if one is as cheap as the other. And 
then, in granting the Chinese the rights, 
immunities and privileges that other 
foreigners enjoy in Cuba, Spain does 
very "little to what the United States 
does under a t reaty to like effect. Tho 
privileges of foreigners in Cuba are not 
very extensive. The native Cuban is a 
subject of Spain, one of whose noticeable 
privileges is .that of paying taxes. 
He enjoys immunity from arrest and 
imprisonment so long as he observes 
decorous silence in regard to political 
matters. His property is protected In- 
law, unless tho Government is in great 
need of funds. Tho foreigner has no 
moro privilego than the native, unless 
it be that of leaving the country when 
he pleases. The treaty which Spain 
has made with China does not, there- 
fore, mean anything like what a simi- 
lar treaty between England or the Un- 
ited States and China would mean.

Municipal Oouncll. 

Friday, Jan. 10. 
Presont — His worship the ma3'or in the 
chair, and Couns. Todd, Marvin, Tumor, 
Redfern, Williams, Dalby and Shako- 
apoare. 

Tho statement of expenses and revenuo 
of tho city was read, but as it only showed 
the current financial statement, it was or- 
dored that the clerk prepare a full state- 
ment of all assets and liabilities for tho 
year, so that tho public may know how 
the corporation stands financially, and 
what debt or otherwise tho present coun- 
cil will leave for tho incoming council. 

His Worship said that before retiring 
ho must express his entire approval of tho 
manner in which all tho city officials had 
worked during his term, and he consider- 
ed that they would bo of great sorvice to 
any incoming council. Tho police magis- 
trate, ho believed had always given great 
satisfaction to all. Ho also would con- 
gratulato the government on the appoint- 
ment of Superintendent Todd. Ho was 
also heartily glad to bo ablo to congratu- 
late the council and ratepayers on tho 
present financial condition of the corpora- 
tion. Tho improvement on tho streets ho 
considered most satisfactory and tho mon- 
ey laid out most judiciously'spent, but he 
would call attention to tho question of 
sewerage It was a most, important ques- 
tion and ho trusted tho incoming council 
would tako sojno action in this'matter. 
Ho hoped and believed that Coun. Turner 
would bo tho next mayor, and ho felt cer- 
tain that the ratepayers would find him a 
truo and faithful officer. With this ho 
would bid tho council faro well, 

Coun. Shakospoaro then asked whether 
Coun. Todd intended to proceed with the 
question of the sidewalk! 

Coun. Todd said he did not at present. 
At tho time he moved tlio resolution re- 
ferred to ho did not then and could not 
now see that there was anything in it to 
cauao any ill feeling between councillors. 
Tho investigation held last Wednesday ho 
did not think satisfactory in that no ex- 
perts had boon railed, and ho therefore 
moved that in tho opinion of this council 
tho evidence given by Mr. Toague shows 
that tho construction of tho patent stone 
sidewalk at so lato a period of tho year 
was a mistako on tho part of tho council, 
and that fact to a great extent j,aceouiits 
for tho defects now apparent in thu work, 
lie then proceeded to review the evidence 
taken, whon Couns. Williams and Shake - 
speare interrupted and demanded that a 
motion to adjourn should bo put. 

The motion for an adjournment was 
then put and lost by the casting vote of 
tho Mayor. 

Coun. Todd then proceeded with his 
explanation, but was at onco interrupted 
by Couns. Williams and Shakespeare who 
declined to listen to explanations, Coun. 
Shakespeare saying that he would not 
allow Coun. Todd to quote from newspa- 
per reports as thoy woro all bogus. Order 
having been obtained, Coun. Todd con- 
tinued. Ho laid particular stress upon 
tho evidenco of Mr. Toague, who had 
Btated that ho would never think of lay- 
ing down a sidewalk at that time of the 
year and blaming the Council at least for 
laying down one end of it which is at pro- 
sent all undermined with wator. Tho 
sidowalk was to have been an ornament to 
tho city, but ho could not seo it as such. 
If the ratepayers considered it so then he 
wished thorn joy of it. 

Coun. Shakespearo then rose and made 
a moat vindictive and personal attack on 
Coun. Todd, whom ho accused of being 
to blamo for tho bad condition of tho Bidc- 
walk. 

Coun. Dalby said ho did not considor 
this motion was right, for it was endea- 
voring to cast a serious slur on several 
members of the Council to affect them at 
the ensuing election. 

Coun. Redfern said he could not see 
what tho councillors objected to in this 
rosolution, which was really acknowledg- 
ing that the Council made a mistake in 
constructing the sidowalk at such a season 
of tho year. 

Coun. Marvin spoko against the motion, 
considering that tho whole question had 
been very clearly explained at tlio last 
meeting. 

Coun. Dalby then movod as an amend- 
ment that if any blame attached to any- 
one for tho .bad condition of tho sidewalk 
it was to Coun. Todd for delaying the 
work. 

His Worship refused to put the amend- 
ment as it was of a personal character. 

Coun. Williams said that if Coun. Todd 
was going to sit in the next Council he 
would not bo a member for §2,000. Ho 
had only had two men in his life ever ac- 
cuso him of dishonosty, namoly, Coun. 
Todd and D. W. Higgins. 

Cuim. Dalby then struck out Coun 
Todd's namo from his amendment, but bis 
Worship rofuseel to put it as it was cast- 
ing a reflection on a councillor. 

Coun. Todd's motion was then put and 
lost, Couns. Redfern and Todd voting 
for, Couns. Williams, Marvin, Shakes- 
peare and Dalby against. 

Tho Council then adjourned sine die.

Starvation in the Nursery. — In an 
article headed "Starvation in tho Nur- 
sory" the London Lancet calls attention to 
what it says is a fact established by daily 
experience — that large numbers of persons 
occupying decent positions in society sys- 
tematically starve their children inrcspect 
of that article of food which is the most 
essential to their nutrition. Even to 
very young and fast-growing children 
they give cocoa with water, and not al- 
ways a suspicion of milk; corn-Hour with 
water just clouded with milk, tea, oat- 
meal, baked flour, all sorts of materials, 
indeed, as vehicles of milk, but so very 
lightly laded with it that the term is a 
sham. Tho consequence of this misplac- 
ed economy is that there are thousands of 
households in which the children are pale, 
slight, unwholesomo-looking, and as their 
parents say in something like a tone of 
romonstranco, "always delicate." Ignor- 
ance, no doubt, is often the cause. Tho 
parents do not know that, supposing there 
were no other reason — their wisest econo- 
my is to let thoir growing young ones 
have their unstinted till of milk, oven 
though tho dairyman's bill should como 
to nearly as much as the wine merchant's 
in the courscof the week. But in many cases 
the medical paper is of opinion, the stint 
is a simple meanness, a pitiful economy 
in respect of that which, it is supposed, 
will not be open to the criticism of obser- 
vant friends. 

A Trick to Disguise Pooh Coff.ee. — 
Tho particulars of a recent manoeuvre on 
tho part of some of the dealers in coil'ee to 
dispose of a surplus supply of that staple 
have just boon divulged. The imports of 
Central American coffee during the past 
year woro the largest over received, ft 
appears that the proportion of inferior 
coffee from that country was also greatly 
larger than ever before. A necessary re- 
sult has been that a large surplus of cof- 
fee which is unsalable has accumulated. 
Good coffee has sold very readily at from 
15 to 17 cents, but the poor stock has 
been offorod as low as 10 cents, with few 
buyers. Finding it extremely likely that 
it would prove a total loss, it was resolv- 
ed to polish tho poor beans, and by re- 
moving the pale color so disguise it as to 
mako it saleable. It was first placed wot 
in revolving barrels, arranged on the in- 
side to excite the desired friction with a 
little soapstono and plumbago mixed with 
it. When the coffeo beans have under- 
gone that process they become glossy and 
of a dark green color, indicative of good 
coffee. Tlio enterprising merchants who 
engaged in this business are well known 
and made no secret of the practice, it be- 
ing conveniently understood between 
dealer and purchaser that the consumer, 
Who in most cases is very remote, is the 
only ono who suffers. It is said that this 
reprehensible practice is quite common in 
other cities of .the United States and Eu- 
rope. — S. F. Call.

Editoii Colonist: — It is quite rc 
freshing to notice tlio interest bein 
felt in this forthconiihgelection as evinc- 
ed by the number of new candidates 
offering, and by the opportunity thus 
afforded of infusing new blood in tho 
management of municipal affairs. 
With the oiler of such eligible men as 
now proffer their services anil who are 
therefore willing to relieve those now 
in office, it would be nothing short of 
presumption, for present Councillors to 
insist upon re-election as if, forsooth, 
they alone were the only men equal to 
the task. Such pernacity would seem 
to say, "We who have been ruling with 
such a high hand during the past year 
moan to continue to doso, in fact that we 
have by our conduct acquired a vested 
right in the matter and a "ring" is the 
proper thing for Municipal govern- 
ment." 

Well now if the citizens like this sort 
of thing — if they like the ono man 
government of the past — if they like 
Coun. Williams to run the machine, so 
that with Dalby, Marvin and Shake- 
spearo at his beck and call, lie can rule 
tho roost, domineer over the Mayor, 
ignore the other three Councillors, set 
at naught tho City Engineer, disregard 
the vote of the citizens as in tho ease 
of the pound vote, itois only for them 
so to decide on Tuesday. Some have 
said the issue? will largely turn upon 
theaetion of James Bay Ward and as 
to whether Shakespeare is returned. 
If the i itizens of that ward approve of 
the conduct of that Councillor in tho 
uniform support he gives to Coun. Wil- 
liams, and if they approve of a continu- 
ance of the past career of Coun. Wil- 
liams in the City Council, they cannot 
do hotter than elect Coun. Shakespeare, 
for, speaking figuratively, there is not a 
hair in his head nor a tooth in his 
mouth, but what when he is in his place 
at tlio City Council Board, belongs to 
Coun. Williams. Fact.

EUROPE. 

Berlin, Jan. 9. — A court martial 
lias been called to investigate tlio case 
of the collision of tho German iron- 
clads Grosser Kurfurst and Konig 
Wilhehn in the English channel. 

Madrid, Jan. 9. — Don Baldormero 
Espartero Duke of Vittoria, died to- 
day. 

London, Jan. 9. — Tho Spanish brig 
Escarnacean from Fernando, Florida, 
for Floral, Spain, landed there yester- 
day with two of the crew of the steam- 
er Bayard, which foundered at soa on 
December 10th. All the remainder of 
the orew were drowned. The Bayard 
was a British steamer of 9G1 tons and 
commanded by Capt. Everett. She 
.sailed from New Orleans Dee. 4th, for 
Rouen. 

A dispatch from Rome says the Pope 
has sent to the Bishops of the Catholic 
Church a very important Encyclical 
letter in which he speaks at length of 
the condition of the church and society, 
and explains what he has already done. 
The document is shortly to be pub- 
lished, it is believed it will create 
some sensation. 



CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Jan. 10.— P. S. O'- 
Brien, adopted brother of the late W. 
S. O'Brien, with his wife and daughter 
suddenly left the Baldwin Hotel on 
Wednesday, and their whereabouts is 
now unknown. It is rumored that the 
claim made by P. S. O'Brien was set- 
tled by the payment of §500,000. 

The Oakland Council has been asked 
to grant a franchise for a railroad 
across Oakland with the privilege of 
erecting a wharf. It is said St. Louis 
capitalists with ten million dollars are 
the parties seeking the franchise, who 
intend to start an opposition line be- 
tween that city and San Francisco. 

The LT. S. to-day began a suit for 
§10,000 against tho C. P. R. R Co., 
because the company refused to let tho 
Government Commission examine its 
books under the provisions of Act of 
Conercsa.

EUROPE. 
Paris, .Jan. 10. — The ministers' pro- 
gramme it is said will be abolition of 
clerical influence in universities, and 
power to grant degrees. The declara- 
tion is in favor of compulsory educa- 
tion, assurance against protectionism, 
and promise of dismissal of reactionary 
members or the magistracy and foreign 
office. 

Bomb, Jan. 10. — Yesterday being 
tho anniversary of the death of Victor 
Emanuel, the people visited tho Pan- 
theon, and many wreaths were deposit- 
ed upon the tomb. 



CALIFORNIA. 
' Columbia, Cal., Jan. 10. — A won- 
derful natural mammoth cave has been 
discovered near this place by Mr. A. 
Gardiner. It has been explored to the 
extent of a mile and yet. tho termina- 
tion of the recesses is unknown. The 
scenery in the cave is beautiful. Some 
of the chambers arc sixty feet long and 
thirty wide. Crowds of people aro vis- 
iting the cave daily. 



EASTERN STATES. 
Cincinnati, O., Jan. 10. — Afire is in 
progress on Main street at P. Wilson 
it Son's extensive carriage trimmings 
and saddlery house and in tho large un- 
occupied building adjoining. The loss 
on the former is estimated at $140,000, 
alinosi entirely covered by insurance. 



The loss on the works and building is 
estimated at §10,000. Wayne & Son's 
cutlery store next abovo is badly dam- 
aged by water. It is thought tho fire 
is now under control. 

New York, Jan. 10. — Tho steamer 
Rhiawendala arrived to-day from Car- 
dill', and reports heavy gale the entire 
passage. On tho 25th of December 
had the port bulwarks and stanchions 
carried away, tho hatches and saloon 
skylights stove and everything move- 
able on deck, including the binnacle, 
washed overboard. The steamer was 
thrown on her beam ends and the car- 
go shifted. It was sixty hours before 
the ship was righted and her cargo se- 
cured. 

Cincinnati, O., Jan. 10. — A heavy 
snow storm visited Southern Ohio yes- 
terday, extending as far south in Ken- 
tucky as Richmond, delaying trains on 
all the roads in that region, and in 
some instances stopping them entirely. 
At Mayovillo snow is 1G inches deep, 
drifting to a depth of 5 feet. It is th* 
heaviest storm for 20 years. Farmers 
are apprehensive of loss of stock. 

Little Rock, Ark., Jan. 10.— The 
Passenger train on Iron Mountain R. 
R. was ditched near Kensett last night. 
The baggage master was killed and ex- 
pressman mortally injured. 

Vienna, Jan. 10. — The Porto has 
asked that the Eastern Roumelian com- 
mission be prolonged three months'. It 
is stated that Russia is not averse to 
this, but declares its constitution has 
been promulgated. K 



A Russian 'Dinner. 



"Just going to dinner? Come with 
us." 

The host was an officer of the Rus- 
sian man-of-war Europe, and the in- 
vitation addressed to a reporter. The 
scribe looked at his watch. Ho bad 
half an hour to spare. The odors from 
tho kitchen suggested tempting viands, 
and the invitation was accepted. 
Captain Kleopin, a special favorite of 
Count Grippenberg, sat at the head of 
the table. Baron Sternberg, a German 
nobleman, who now swears by the Em- 
peror Nicholas, sat on his right. A 
dozen officers, representing tho various 
provinces of Russia, lined the table. 
Brown faced sailors, attired in snowy- 
white jackets, with blue lap-over col- 
lars, stood behind them. 
"Take a nip of brandy?" 
Tho guest smiled as suggestive of 
temperance teachings. 

"No. Why, wo always do before 
dinner," and, suiting the action of the 
word, the assembled foreigners passed 
off a tbirnble-ful of the beverage. 

Soup was brought on. The Russians 
flavored and tasted and flavored and tast- 
ed again, and then began to feed them- 
selves with diminutive spoons, which 
rendered the process of emptying the 
dish necessarily lengthy. 

"Now for a cigar," remarked the 
host, handing a mild brand to the 
newsgatherer. Ho took it and wond- 
ered again when the whole of the com- 
pany lighted either cigarettes or cigars 
and began pulling away vigorously, 
taking their lights from a half dozen 
lamps (minus globes) which decorated 
the table. After the smoking came 
fish, then another smoko and white 
wines, then poultry and dark wines and 
smoke, then roasts and champagne and 
smoke again. Then came puddings, 
and with them small-sized cups of 
black coffee,and after the coffee cigaret- 
tes and cigars again. 

The reporter became uneasy. His 
half hour had stretched into nn hour 
and a half, and yet the dinner was not 
over. Presently ice cream came on — 
ice cream of o, quality which would do 
credit to our best confectioner, but 
which, as tho presiding officer proudly 
remarked, "was made on our own ship 
by our own cook, and with ice of our 
own manufacture." The ice cream 
dishes were removed and the company 
smoked again. After awhile came tea, 
blacker by far than the coffee, in glass- 
es, with a slice of lomon in the place of 
milk. 

"Beautiful idea," exclaimed tho Bar- 
on. "Don't believe in milk. Lemon 
good. Good tea. Second pickings. 
Always got best tea in Russia. You 
can't get second pickings over hero. 
Costs us §2 a pound across the water." 

The scribe inwardly groaned. Eti- 
quette forbade an abrupt retreat; but 
time was precious, and tlio company 
seemed in no hurry to get rid of their 
tea or cigarettes, which once more made 
their appearance. Finally thclastcupof 
tea disappeared. Then the captain div- 
ed into his cabin, returning in a second 
with two huge boxes of sweets. Every 
man in the company helped himself and 
sucked, and crunched and talked, and 
handed paragraphs around — and — and 
— smoked. At last, to the scribe's re- 
lief, the captain gave his signal that 
dinner was over by rising from the 
table. The scribe looked at his watch 
again and broke into a profuse perspi- 
ration. The dinner had lasted just 
two hours and a quarter, and yet the 
Russian officers dine in this wise every 
day in the year. — Philadelphia Record.

The force consists of 731 officers and 
men. The cost of the department for 
1878 amounts to §1,220,870. The 
force is under military discipline, and 
is controlled by threo Commissioners 
appointed by the Mayor. There are 
forty-two steam engines, five self-pro- 
pelling engines, five chemical engines 
and one fire boat with floating engines, 
with eighteen hook and ladder trucks. 
The whole force is divided into ton 
battalions, each commanded by a chief 
of battalion, and each battalion. limited 
to a geographical section of the city, 
The men are on duty the wholo twen- 
ty-four hours. They have an hour for 
each meal and three days in each month. 
They are chosen for their ruggedncss, 
and not for their height; but no man 
can be admitted to the department who 
is over thirty-throe year* of age. The 
whole force is managed, niTived and 
controlled by the lire telegraph. 
Tho telegraph department is pro- 
nounced tho most wonderful 
and ingenious invention ever per- 
fected. It is purely American, and 
there is nothing like it in the world! 
Tho authorities claim that it has al- 
ready saved to the city millions of pro- 
perty. Some of its peculiar features 
are these: Every alarm is sent to tho 
central office and from the central of- 
fice is sent in threo seconds to every 
box in the city, y The whole force can 
be concentrated or a single engine sent 
from the Battery to Harlem in a mo- 
ment. One machine, by a single mo- 
tion, alarms, unlocks the engine doors, 
and unhitches the horses. The going 
wires arc tested every ten minutes, 
night and day, and if the alarm is not 
recorded, something is out of order. If 
thoro is a breakjn tho machinery, the 
telegraph reports where it is, and a 
man is sent, not to seach for the trou- 
ble, but to repair it. Every company 
has a number, and it is moved from 
ono part of the city to another, without 
the rest of the department knowing 
what is going on. If any portion of 
the machinery breaks, as it is all du- 
plicated, it can be repaired at a moment's 
notice. The machinery attends to its 
own business, and when set in motion 
runs without any supervision. Itseems 
instinct with life, and apparently has 
moro brains than'most men. The fire- 
men are a brave, heroic and daring set 
of men. They go to any post of dan- 
ger asigned them. They bear women 
and children from the suffocation and 
flames of a large fire. They stand on 
roofs that give signs of breaking in. 
Thoy battlo their enemy wherever they 
meet him, with the coolness of a corps 
of police sweeping ono side of a crowd. 
They cannot always save the building, 
but the force invariably keeps the fire 
in the building in which it originated. 

Too Clever by Half. — An amusing 
story is told of a Belgian bridegroom 
who, being about to start for Paris on 
his honeymoon tour, was informed by 
his bride that she though of concealing 
several thousand francs' worth of lace 
about hor, hoping by its sale to pay the 
cost of their journey. The bridegroon 
was not smitten with this frugal pros- 
pect, and pointed out that there were 
custom house officers and a female 
searcher at Ercquelines, who were 
sometimes struck with an unaccount- 
able fancy for examining the passen- 
gers' pockets. This he said, being a 
timid man, and his bride to humor him 
promised to give up her plan; but of 
course she secreted the lace all the same 
without telling him about it. Arrived 
at Ercquelines, the bridegroom reflect- 
ed that if his bride were not searched, 
after all, she would have a chance to 
laugh at him for his ftars. So he 
whispered to the proper official, "I 
think if you search that lady yonder you 
may find some lace." Tho douanier 
winked; the happy bride was accosted 
with an invitation to walk into the fe- 
male searcher's room; she turned pale, 
tottered, but was led away, and in five 
minutes later dismal sounds of hysterics 
were heard.
